Proves This Country

Rate of Exchange Gave 
Rise to Erroneous Im­

Washington, March. 17-—Compari­ 
son of army cost figures for the sev­ 
en leading nations of the world shows 
the United States to be the least 
militaristic of all great powers, ac­ 
cording to an exhaustive report 
by 
government statisticians made public 
here today. 
The study was prompted by a con- 
tion on the part of officials here that 
certain foreign powers are manipulat­ 
ing American figures in an attempt 
to cover up their own huge expendi­ 
tures and.thus offset charges of mili­ 
tarism. 
For months past, officials assert, 
there has been a vigorous foreign 
propaganda in the United States de­ 
signed to misrepresent American ex­ 
penditures tor national defense 
and 
influence opinion here on internation­ 
al politics including the question of 
foreign indebtedness to the United 
States- 
Militarism, the report attempts to 
show, is not measured by the amount 
appropriated for national defense, but 
by the number of soldiers maintained, 
by the existence oc non-existance of 
the conscript system, and by the ratto 
of 
military 
strength 
to 
national 
Avealth, population and area of terri­ 
tory to be defended. In none of these 
respects, the report indicates, can the 
other great powers stand for a mo­ 
ment on the same footing with 
the 
United States. 
Much of the misconception as to 
the comparative cost of the American 
army, the report indicates, is due to 
a misunderstanding 
of the rate* of 
pay of soldiers in various countries 
If American army 
enlisted men 
w-ere paid, for example at the rate the 
French poilu is paid, 
the United 
States could have for the amount now 
spent, not 118,5(10 men, but 2,547,700; 
if at the British sate, 141,500 men;

“ A STORMY 
PETREL” OF DISCUSSION IN LIFE.

James Roscoe Day, Chancellor emeritu s of Syracu se Uni­ 
versity, died at Atlanta City on Wednesday, aged 77. 
He took charge of Syracu se University in 18 9 3. 
It was a 
small college then, bu t u nder his leadership the institu tion grew 
rapidly in size and prominence, u ntil today it has a world repu ta­ 
tion and ranks well among American u niversities in point of size, 
with enrollment of more than 5000. Gifts of more than $10,000,- 
000 were made to the u niversity throu gh his instru mentality, it 
has been estimated, large su ms having been given by John 
D. 
Archbold, Standard Oil vice president, and a member 
of 
Dr. 
Day’s congregation when he was pastor of St. Pau l’s Methodist 
Episcopal Chu rch, New York. 
In Ju ne, 19 22, he resigned as chancellor, and since has been 
chancellor emeritu s. A m atter of pride throu gh his life was that 
he had been elected Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Chu rch. 
This was in 19 04. He declined the honor. 
Chancellor Day for years has been a stormy petrel of poli­ 
tical, religiou s and sociological discu ssion in this cou ntry. 
He won his greatest prominence du ring Roosevelt’s second 
term, by a vigorou s attack on the methods of the famou s “Tru st 
Bu ster.” This appeared in the form of a book, 
“The Raid 
on 
Prosperity.” 
Roosevelt at th at time was at the height of hi^ 
political power, and criticism of him was met with angry con­ 
demnation of the critic. 
In “The Raidi on Prosperity” Chancellor Day called u pon the 
pu blic to “resist” the “violent and reckless passions” which the 
President’s policy, he charged, had engendered. 
“W hat is left,” he asked, “of ou r boasted freedom if the laws 
are to be constru ed so that a President, throu gh his variou s com- j 
missions, can take charge of any bu siness that may strike his 
fancy and change its valu es at his caprice.” 
The Chancellor’s enemies replied to these charges that Mr. 
Day was u ndu ly influ enced by gifts to Syracu se University from 
officials of the Standard Oil Company. 
In answering this, the 
Chancellor branded the President a “dangerou s anarchist” who 
had been gu ilty of “amazing blu nders.” 
The Chancellor at that time had already one 
seriou s con­ 
troversy, throu gh which he had su ccessfu lly withstood heated 
criticism of mu ch the same order as that arou sed by the Roose­ 
velt discu ssion. 
The handling of a bequ est of Bishop Peck, who 
left $50,000 to the University with an annu ity to his widow, was 
the su bject of a lengthy and excited debate in 
18 9 8 
between 
Chancellor Day and the Rev. William D. Rockwell. 
Mr. Rock­ 
well wou nd u p by su ing the Chancellor for $20,000 for defama­ 
tion of character.

Proves This Country 
Spends Little.

AMERICANS BEST PAID 


Rate of Exchange

Rise to Erroneous Im­ 
pression of Army Costs 


Washington. March. 17— Compari­ 
son of army cost, figures for the sev­ 
en lending nations of the world shows 
the United States to he the least 
militaristic of all great powers, ac­ 
cording to an exhaustive 
report 
by 
government statisticians made public 
here today. 
. . 
The study was prompted by a con- 
tion on the part of officials here that 
certain foreign powers are manipulat- 
ing American figures in an attempt 
to cover up their own huge expendi­ 
tures and.thus offset charges of mili­ 
tarism. 
For months past, officials assert, 
there has been a vigorous foreign 
propaganda in the United States de­ 
signed to misrepresent American ex­ 
penditures tor national defense 
and 
influence opinion here on internation* 
a1 politics including the question of 
foreign indebtedness to the United 
States. 
Militarism, the report attempts to 
show, is not measured by the amount 
appropriated for national defense, but 
by the number of soldiers maintained, 
by the existence or non-existance of 
the conscript system, and by the ratio 
of 
military 
strength 
to 
national 
wealth, population and area of terri­ 
tory to be defended. 
In none of these 
respects, the report indicates, can the 
other great powers stand for a mo­ 
ment on the same footing 
with 
tho 
United States. 
Much of the misconception as to 
the comparative cost of the American 
army, the report indicates, is due to 
a misunderstanding 
of the ratw of 
pay of soldiers in various countries 
If American army 
enlisted mon 
were paid, for example at the rate the 
French poilu is paid, 
the United 
States could have for the amount now 
spent, not 118,500 men, but 2,547,700; 
if at the British rate, 141,600 men; 
Italian 1,910,800, and Japanese 1,019,* 
IOO. 
Another erroneous idea arises it is 
asserted, from a misunderstanding of 
the value of the dollar at home and 
abroad.

to be Presented for Next 
Congress 
Session 


Washington, March 17. 
Reduction 
of income tax rates and a readjust­ 
ment of the tax laws along other lines 
so that the burden of government op­ 
erating expenses can be more equally 
divided will be presented by the ad­ 
ministration 
as a campaign 
issue 
when the next, congress convenes. 
Treasury experts on 
revenue al­ 
ready are convinced that the burden 
of taxation borne by the wage-earning 
classes th excessive, and the program 
of the treasury will be to reduce that 
burden insofar as that may be possl 
hie by a readjustment of tax liability. 
This will involve modification of some 
of the existing provisions of the rev­ 
enue act of 1921.

DEATH OF CHANCELLOR DAY, FOR YEARS 
“A STORMY 
PETREL” OF DISCUSSION IN LIFE. 


James Roscoe Day, Chancellor emeritus of Syracuse Uni­ 
versity, died at Atlanta City on Wednesday, aged 77. 
He took charge of Syracuse University in 1893. 
It was a 
small college then, but under his leadership the institution grew 
rapidly in size and prominence, until today it has a world repute 
lion and ranks well among American universities in point of size, 
with enrollment of more than 5000. 
Gifts of more than $10,000,- 
000 were made to the university through his instrumentality, it 
has been estimated, large sums having been given by John D. 
Archbold, Standard Oil vice president, and a member 
of 
Dr. 
Day’s congregation when he was pastor of St. Paul’s Methodist 
Episcopal Church, New York. 
In June, 1922, he resigned as chancellor, and since has been 
chancellor emeritus. A matter of pride through his life was that 
he had been elected Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
This was in 1904. He declined the honor. 
Chancellor Day for years has been a stormy petrel of poli­ 
tical, religious and sociological discussion in this country. 
He won his greatest prominence during Roosevelt’s second 
term, by a vigorous attack on the methods of the famous “Trust 
Buster.” 
This appeared in the form of a book, 
“The Raid 
on 
Prosperity.” 
Roosevelt at that time was at the height of hidi! 
political power, and criticism of him was met with angry con-1 
demnation of the critic. 
Iii “The Raid on Prosperity” Chancellor Day called upon the 
public to "resist” the “violent and reckless passions” which the 
President’s policy, he charged, had engendered. 
“What is left,” he asked, “of our boasted freedom if the laws 
are to be construed so that a President, through his various com­ 
missions, can take charge of any business that may strike his 
fancy and change its values at his caprice.” 
The Chancellor’s enemies replied to these charges that Mr. 
Day was unduly influenced by gifts to Syracuse University from 
officials of the Standard Oil Company. 
In answering this, the 
Chancellor branded the President a “dangerous anarchist” who 
had been guilty of “amazing blunders.” 
The Chancellor at that time had already one 
serious 
con­ 
troversy, through which he had successfully withstood heated 
criticism of much the same order as that aroused by the Roose­ 
velt discussion. 
The handling of a bequest of Bishop Peck, who 
left $50,000 to the University with an annuity to his widow, was 
the subject of a lengthy and excited debate in 
1898 
between 
Chancellor Day and the Rev. William D. Rockwell. 
Mr. Rock­ 
well wound up by suing the Chancellor for $20,000 for defama­ 
tion of character.

The farm er belongs 
to th a t group which has profiled 
least at th e expense of its neigh­ 
bors during the readjustm ent per­ 
iod, and tow ard whom com para­ 
tively little Jealousy and anim os­ 
ity are entertained. 
Much has been w ritten about the 
problem 
of producing 
enough 
food to satisfy a growing popu­ 
lation in this country and a hun- 
gry world, part of which is large­ 
ly dependent upon

for 
its substance.

"problem ” 50 years hence. 
Ju st 
now the problem is to sell the 
food produced. 
Food production 
has increased steadily In the past 
ton years and a corresponding In­ 
crease in food exports is neces­ 
sary to relieve this pressure. 
The departm ent of Commerce 
• a about to undertake an Inves­ 


tigation of foreign m arkets which 
will include a study of consum p­ 
tion and production at home and 
abroad, of agricultural tendencies 
abroad , and of sim ilar factors. 
The ultim ate purpose of this in­ 
vestigation is 
to 
present 
such 
knowledge aB will enable the la r 
m er to adjust his production to 
changing needs and to estim ate 
the outlet for his surplus products. 
Over production wipes out pro­ 
fits just as surely as a tornado, 
w hether in fanning 
or 
m anufac­ 
ture. 
The farm er can always sell 
his w heat or cotton at some price 
but he m ight b etter not produce 
it than sell It at less than cost of 
production. 
An exam ple of obnoxious tax ­ 
ation, resulting from the ever in­ 
creasing needs of governm ent is 
contained in th e general revenue 
bill presented to 
the 
TerfRessee 
general 
assem bly. * It taxes gaso­ 
line two cents a gallon, and re­ 
quires filling stations to pay $20. 
JO per tan k per year, circuses to 
pay $500 for each 
perform ance, 
and cash register, typew riter, and 
adding m achine dealers jto pay. 
$500 per 
year. 
The 
mind can 
hardly grasp th e variety of m eans 
which ingenious and well-m eaning 
legislators have hit upon to create 
revenue. 
E ach year brings new 
and m ore extrem e proposals. 
Tile 
cam paign 
for 
national 
economy should be waged wltn a 
vigor and persistence. 
T here are Indications th at boll 
weevil infestation will be less ser­ 
ious this com ing year than last 
year. 
None but ^he ponton grow ­ 
er Is anxious to see cotton go b e­ 
yond 30c, as the advance spens 
higher priced clothing. 
Possibly 
boll weevil has been exaggerated. 
If so, prices on raw cotton will 
hesitate.

power, and its energy to promoting 
co-operative marketing associations 
founded on

firm, 
businesslike 
basis. 


“I legislation, education, research, 
transportation and 
social 
service 
will not be neglected, but the eco­ 
nomic program Is to be first and 
foremost. 


It is the belief of the executive 
comm H4.ee af the American Farm 
Bureau Federation that it is of 
little use to talk education and so­ 
cial servtce to a farmer with an 
empty pocket; that when he gets a 
fair price tor what he produced 
he will he wining to listen to pro­ 
posals for senate] and educational 
advancement.
